the Shrouds, to preſerve, himſelf from falling 
into the Sea; he, the ſaid Richardſon, with an 
Axe which he held in his Right Hand, him, the 
ſaid Herttey, holding by the Lazniards as aforc- 
ſaid, on the Top of the Head did divers Times, 
le laniouſſy, wiltully, and of his Malice afore- 
ry 37 ſtrike, by Reaſon of which Striking, 
the ſaid: Hartley, tell from his Holding, and fell 
iato the Seas, and in the Waters he was ſuffocated 
and drowned, of which Suffacating and Drown- 
ing, he then and there died. And the Indict- 
m:ut charges, that they, the ſaid Richard Coyle, 
with the aforeſaid Larſon and - Daviſon, at the 
Time of commirting the laid Murder, were pre- 
ſent, aiding, abetting, aſſiſting, and comforting, 
the ſaid Rixhardfor, him the ſaid Hartley, felont- 
bully, wilfully, and of his Malice aforethoughr, 
to kill and murder: And fo the Indiftmeat 
charges, that the Defendants, Richardſor, Coyle, 
Larſon, and Daviſon, him the ſaid' Hartley, fe oni- 
oully, &c Cid kill and murder, againſt the Peace 
4 our Savereign Lord the King, his Crown and 
igmty. 

To this Indictment, the Priſoner pleaded, Not 
nuty.  * : 

Chrk Richard Goyle, ſtands a ſecond Time In- 
dicted, for that he, together with John Richardſon, 
Caleb Larſon, and Jobn Daviſon, on the 26th of 
Auuſt, in che Ninth Year of his preſent May ſty's 
NMiga, with Force and Arms, on the High Seas, 
and within the Juriſdiction of the Admiralty of 
England, twenty Leagues diſtant from Padras; 
they being then Mariners in the St. John Pink, 
belonging ro Subj:&s of our Lord the King, to the 
Jurors unkoown, and whereof Heniamin Hartley 
vas Maſter, feJoniouſly and piratically did endea- 
"our to make, and did procure, and cauſe to be 
made a Revolt in the ſaid Ship, the ſaid Hartley 
being then Maſter, againſt the Form of the Sta 
tute, in that Caſe made and provided, and againſt 
the Peace of our Sovereign Lord the King, Es. 
And the Indictment farther charges, that the De- 
ſendant Richard Coyle, together with John Ric hard- 
ſon, Caleb Larſon, and Jobn Daviſon, on the 26th 
Auguſt, then be lag Subjects of our Lord the 


King, and Mariners in the St. John Pink, belong- 


ng to Perſons unkoon to the Jurors, on the high 
deas as aforeſaid, and within the Juriſdiction afore-

Cloth W ailtcoats, one Velvet Waiſtcoat, two Silk 
Waiſtcoats, three white Waiſtcoars, five pair of 
Cloth Brecches, three pair of Silk Breeches, a Siik 
Banjan, two Cotton — 4/4 a pair of ftriped 
Linnen Breeches, two Coats, fix Silk Handker- 
chiefs, twelve Linnen Stocks, thirty Linnea Shirts, 
three Woollen Caps, a pair of Linnen Sheets, two- 
Linnen Table-cloths, bx Napkins, ſeven Pair of 
Silk Stockings, ſix Pair of Thread Stockings, four 
Pair of Worſted Stockings, two Hats, one Hat 
lac'd with Silver, a Velvet Bonner, two Razors, 
one Silver hilted Sword, a Silver Watch, three 
large Silver Spoons, a Silver Tobacco-box, a Gold 
Ring, fix Silver Tea- ſpoons, a Pair of Silver Tea- 
tongs, a ſmall Kettle, a Stew-pan, two wooden 

5. fix Piſtols, four Cutlaſſes, and five-hundred 
Buſhels of Wheat Corn, value 80 J. the Gods of 
Benjamin Hartley. And 1000 Buſhels of Wheat 
Corn, value 160 J the Goods of certain Subjects 
of our Lord the King, to the Jurors unknown, 
and being in the ſaid Ship, and under the Care 
and Cuſtody of the faid Hartlry, as Maſter, then

two Indictments; the Firſt is, for the Murder of 
his Captain; the other is for Piracy. We ſhall 
_ proceed on the Murder firſt, and not meddle with 


the Piracy, till you have the Evidence on that

thus, This Ship, the St. John Pink, belong- 
ed to Tarmonuth, and one Benjamin Hartley was 
" Maſter. In January 1733, this Ship went from 
horn, loaden with Herrings ; when 
The arrived at Leghorn; ſhe was employed to trade 
from Port to Port in the Mediterranean. On the 
25th of Augrft 1735 the Maſter of this Ship, de- 
parted from Padras in Turkey, loaden with Corn, 
and bound for Leghorn. The Ships Company was 
the Priſoner Coyle, Larſon, a Dutchman, Richard- 
ſon the Carpenter, and Daviſon the Cook; four 
Mariners beſides the Maſter. There was alſo three 
© Apprentices to the Maſter, then on Board, Philip 
Wallis, © William Durrant, and William Metcalf. 
The Day after the Ship failed from Padras, about 
two in the Morning, the Apprentices I alli and 
Durramt, were asleep, or laid cown in a Place 
cCuall'd the Cable-Teer, a Place, I preſume, where 
the Cables are depoſited ; they hearing a Shrick, 


and a great Noiſe went up on Deck, and there

The Priſoner at the Bar, after the Captain was 
murdered, teak upon him the . of the 
Ship, and wanting freſh Proviſion, about fiftcen 
Days afterwards they came to Fotiniano, an Iſland 
belonging to the Crown of Spain, and here, tho' 
they wanted Proviſion, yet, being ſenſible of their 
Guilt, they were afraid to go on Shore, but {ent 
Meſſages aſhore to and fro in the Night, and one 
Night while the reſt were aſleep, the Apprentices, 
who were not ſo materially concerned, took an 


Opportunity of getting aſhore, and gave Infor- 
mation to the Magiſtrates, of the Fact which had 


been committed : The Crew remaining on board, 
finding the Boys were gone on Shore, thought ir 


-beſt for them to run away, ſo they all quitted 


the Ship, and ſhifted from Place to Place, till at 
laſt the Priſoner was taken at Jm, and was 


brought hither.

nothing of it till the Captain came up upon 
Deck, and then I ſaw the Dutchman Larſon, jump 
down and hand up two Blunderbuſſes, on ot them 
he gave to the Priſoner, and he (the Priſoner) 
went towards the Captain, who was then upon 
the Fore-Shrouds, crying out, dear Mr. Coyle, 
what are you againſt me: ;
